Reason for Allowance 
The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: McCulloch et al. (6,450,024) teaches a device for determining flow parameters, 
particularly the temperature, the velocity, the flow resistance and its change, in a fluid 
flow to be monitored, the device comprising: a thermoelectric air flow sensor that is 
operated in a constant temperature mode and a thermoelectric temperature sensor. 
However, McCulloch fails to teach a regulation circuit for setting a predetermined 
excess temperature at the air flow sensor, the excess temperature defining a 
temperature difference between the temperature of the thermoelectric air flow sensor 
and the temperature of the fluid to be monitored, wherein the regulation circuit 
implemented in a microprocessor contains a regulation algorithm for operating the air 
flow sensor with a constant excess temperature.
